DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claims 23-26, 29-32, 35-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent No.5876376 to Schwab et al. 

Schwab teaches a balloon catheter with an outer tubular member and an inner tubular 
member and a balloon having a proximal and distal portion the proximal portion being 
attaches to the distal end region of the outer tubular member and the distal portion 
being attached to the distal end region of the inner tubular member a tie layer (5 & 30) 
that is multiplayer and is defined by a heat shrink tubular member. 

2. Claims 29, 33-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent No. 67060101 to Miki et al. 

Miki teaches a balloon catheter with an outer tubular member and an inner tubular 
member and a balloon having a proximal and distal portion the proximal portion being 
attaches to the distal end region of the outer tubular member and the distal portion 
being attached to the distal end region of the inner tubular member a tie layer. 
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3. Claims 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 
No. 5176698 to Burns et al 

Burns teaches a balloon catheter with an outer tubular member and an inner tubular 
member and a balloon having a proximal and distal portion the proximal portion being 
attaches to the distal end region of the outer tubular member and the distal portion 
being attached to the distal end region of the inner tubular member a tie layer. 

4. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 
No.3675367 to Campbell et al. 

Campbell teaches a balloon catheter with an outer tubular member and an inner tubular 
member and a balloon having a proximal and distal portion the proximal portion being 
attaches to the distal end region of the outer tubular member and the distal portion 
being attached to the distal end region of the inner tubular member a tie layer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 27-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
US Patent NO. 5876376 to Schwab et al as applied to claim 23 above, and further in 
view of US Patent No. 6706010 to Miki et al. 

As mentioned above Schwab teaches the invention except for the tubes being made out 
of Polyethylene and polytetrafluoroethylene. Miki teaches a balloon catheter with a tie 
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member where the inner tube is made of polyethylene and polytetrafluoroethylene. Miki 
is only one of many references that teach polyethylene and polytetrafluoroethylene. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to. one having ordinary skill in the art to have 
combined the two references because polyethylene and polytetrafluoroethylene are 
coast effective. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 23-38 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 5/14/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant has amended claim 29 so the tie layer is thermally bonded 
however such a limitation is a product by process limitation. MPEP 21 12.02 "[E]ven 
though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a 
product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by- 
process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is 
unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985).
